The Candidates were the Lord Fohn- 
frown, eldeft Son to the Marquifs of Anandale, and 
Mr. Greerfon of Lagg. The former was chofen by 
a Plurality of Votes, notwithftanding the follow- 
ing Practices to hinder it. 1. There were 14 new 
Free-holders made fince the iffuing of the Writs to 
call the Parliament, by {plitting feveral Free-holds. 
2. Bayliffs ( or Mefiengers as they call them ) were 
order'd to attend, to take up feveral of the Free- 
holders, who were for the Lord Fehnffown, by Cap- 
tions for Debt, and one of them was a¢tually in- 
troduc’d into the Meeting, by the new-created. 
Free-holders, contrary to the eftablifh’d Law. 
Several of the Free-holders were threaten’d, that if 
they did not vote for Mr. Greerfon, they fhoild be 
taken up for High Treafon, and fent Prifoners to 
Tendon ; particularly a certain Gentleman, who 
had an Influence upon fome of the Free-hoJders, 
was told, that if he did not ufe his Intereft to 
maké them vote for Mr. Grceerfon, there were feal’d

blank Warrants come down for apprehending dif- 
“affected Perfons; and that his Name fhould be 


fill d up in one of thofe Warrants: And they a¢tu- 
ally did take up Mr. Riddel of Glenriddel, one of 
the Lord Fohn/town’s Ele€ors, who had been zea- 
lous for his Lordfhip, and fend him to Edinburgh, 
where he was kept in Confinement for a Month, 
and difcharg’d afterwards, without being ask’d one 
fingle Queftion. 4 Befides thofe Threats above- 
mention’d, there was alfo Bribery made Ufe of. 
5. Several Perfons were brought to vote, who had 
no Right to it, againft whom the following Ob- 
prea. were made, 1. Againft the 14 new Free- 

olders, that their Rights were dated ‘fince the Teffe 
of the Writs, as above-mention’d. 2. That thofe 
pretended Free-holds were redeemable, pon the Pay- 
ment of a Rofe-Noble, which was a clear Proof, 
that thofe Free-holds were only convey’d to them 
in Truft; fo that they were no real Free-holders, 
nor in Poffeffion of the Lands, as tis requir’d by 
Law they fhoulds 3.4. It was objeéted againft the 
Sherrift’s Depnty, or Under-Sherriff, that he was 
difabl'd by Law from voting. 4. It was objected 
againft Mr. Greerfon’s Brother, that he could not 
vote, becaufe he was an Officer in the Cuftoms. 
The Vote of one Mr. Lauder was objected againtt, 
becaufe he could not ‘fhew where the Free-holds 
- were, for which he defit'd his Vote, _ 

Obf. That's a very ftrange Account iadeed, Ro- 
ger, and no Doubt will be duly enquir’d into, 
ahd confider'd, when laid before the Parliament. 
If the Perions concern’d, don't complain of thofe 
Proceedings, they will not only be wanting to 
themfelves; but in fo far guilty of betraying one 
of our chief fundamental Liberties. It is incum- 
bent upon out Members of South Britain, Roger, to 
do all that’s poffible to have fuch Scorch Mifts clear'd 
up, lcalt in Time they come to wet Englifhb-men 
to the Skin; for if fuch corrupt Fr ngs pafs 





unpunifh’d there, they will quickly reach farther 
South, and their Influence will extend it felf not 
only as faras Dover, but to the Land’s End of Corn- 
wall. 1 am fatisfy’d, Roger, all honeft Scorch-men, 
who came if to the Union tpon a good Defign, 
will heartily join with us in fuch an Enquiry.

who underftand their Duty no better, than tocoun-
